IT is the Philofopher's Opinion^ 
that Joy (confidering the ef^ 
fe£h which it accidentally pro-

ts j)rings the Mind to a loofe carri- 
ge^ and takes the Senfe of Weari- 
tt& from about it : but fadrefs, con- 
•afting the Spirits, keeps the Mind 
athin the limits of fobriety, and 
rings it to ferious Thoughts. And 
le wife Man, in favour o? t\\\^ O^v- 
bn, tells us in Ecclcf • t • "^ • ^'^ 
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than Laughter. Is He 
Heaven ? is not Hell a 
row? And who is mai 
it? and is not Heave 
Joy ? And who is made 
The End of all our 
Defires is to avoid Sorrc 
tion, and to attain Reft

Tranquility ot Mind ' 
from the Fruition oi
